Armour people for $19.15. Brown 
cites this as proof that the pro- 
ducer is not benefiting through the 
poultry association as fostered by 
Weinstock, nor is the consumer get. 


“If the producer is losing 30 per 
cent on his goods, as this example 
proves, and the public is being made 
to pay_thep revailing prices, some- 
body. is. making a rich haul,” said 
Brown,
